temper in which the press received 
Premier Milan Hodza’s proposed 
statute 
granting 
concessions to 
the 3,500,000 Germans and other 
minorities in Czechoslovakia. 
Typical of them were: 
“Scandulous disregard of Ger­ 
man demands;” 
“ Praha already begins sabotag­ 
ing British efforts;” 
“No way to peace;” 
“ Evasive maneuvers — wholly 
unacceptable.” 
Want Equal Hights 
The 
principal 
German 
com­ 
plaint was that the statute regard­ 
ed and treated the Sudeten Ger­ 
mans as a minority instead of as 
a “staatsvolk”—a 
people 
with 
rights and status equal to those 
of the dominant Czechs and Slo­ 
vaks who far outnumber the re­ 
public’s Germans, Poles, Hungar­ 
ians and other racial groups. 
Hodza’s 
minorities 
statutes, 
which would grant concessions in 
school administration, government 
jobs and the use 
of 
languages, 
was announced last night only a 
few hours after the British gov­ 
ernment appointed Viscount Run- 
ciman as unofficial mediator in the 
Czechoslovak-German dispute. 
Czechoslovak acceptance of the 
appointment was seen as a tri­ 
umph for Germany 
by 
Germans 
who regarded- Praha as yield lag a 
d 
af soveriguij . 
Pall of Loophole* 
The Lokalanzeiger 
and 
other 
German 
newspapers complained 
that the proposed minorities sta- 
ute was full of loopholes and far 
less than what Sudeten Germans 
had been entitled to expect. 
Deutsche 
Allgemeine 
Zeitung 
declared: 
“Hodza’s 
alleged 
concessions 
are a mockery, x x x Perhaps 
Praha, to impress Runciman, is 
holding up its sleeve some 'conces­ 
sions’ that are not concessions.” 
“Obviously Czech policy is to 
create

impression, 
before 
Runciman arrives, that ail that is 
necessary has already been done 
before giving him 
a chance 
to 
make his recommendations.”

DR JOHN LOWE 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Well - Known Naturalist 
Victim of Embolism 
After Study Trip 


Marquette, Mich., July 27 (ZP)— 
Dr. John N. Lowe, 62, a member 
of the Northern 
State 
Teachers 
college faculty, died from a cere­ 
bral embolism this evening while 
returning from a nature study trip 
with one of his classes. 
Dr. Lowe was born near Prince­ 
ton, Wis., and 
received 
degrees 
from Ripon (Wis.) 
college, 
the 
University of California and the 
University of Wisconsin, He had 
been an instructor in science in 
Carroll (Wis.) college 
and 
the 
Teachers tip?leg-. jar e si 
e being 
dtfl^hftrg^KTfrl/m the army medical 
service after the World war. 
He w^s an ardent conservation­ 
ist and a lover of the outdoors. 
He haft often been employed to 
make Jffcme and fish surveys for 
the Wisconsin and Michigan con­ 
servation departments. Since boy­ 
hood he had been a stamp collec­ 
tor and was regarded as one of 
the outstanding philatelists in the 
Upper Peninsula. He designed se­ 
veral cachets for building dedica­ 
tions 
and 
the 
recent 
airmal 
flights. 
Dr. Lowe is survived by his wi­ 
dow, and his mother and three 
brothers and three sisters living in 
Wisconsin. Funeral services have 
not been arranged.

In 1918 he was 
attached to the Texas agricultural 
college and did special work on 
the mammals of Texas. 
He was

1923 to 1925 and biological advis­ 
or to the commission from 1925 
to 1928. 
One of Dr. Lowe's projects was 
a fish and game survey of Menom­ 
inee county, where 
each 
stream 
was surveyed from the source to 
the mouth. He also did special in­ 
vestigations in Luce, Schoolcraft, 
Marquette, Houghton 
and 
Delta 
counties, making a complete sur­ 
vey of game and fish for the IXL

BY RFC FUNDS 


JONES’ AGENCY HAS 
POWER TO LEND 
$1,500,000,000 


Washington, July 27 (ZP)— Jesse 
Jones threw huge resources of his 
reconstruction finance corporation 
behind the public works program 


% tonight. 
This 
made 
possible a 
large expansion of the pump-prim- 
ng operations through which the 
Roosevelt administration hopes to 
.asten economic recovery. 
Jones and PWA Administrator 
Harold L. Ickes, tw’o “big money” 
men 
of 
President 
Roosevelt's 
spending-lending program, agreed 
that wherever possible RFC would 
make loans for public construction 
and PWA would conserve its mon­ 
ey exclusively for outright grants. 
Hitherto, PWA has been making 
both loans and grants. 
Big Bridges Helped 
Under the new' system it will 
be possible, officials Bald, to un­ 
dertake more big projects such as 
roads and bridges than lf PWA 
had to furnish all the money It­ 
self. The last congress gave Jones’ 
agency power to lend $1,500,000,- 
000 to states, cities and business 
men. 
High officials Bald: 
“Jones and Ickes have been ex­ 
ploring the possibility 
of 
RFC 
making loans on projects requir­ 
ing dollars by the millions, and 
their minds have met. 
“They have decided that It is 
feasible in lawr and in practice for 
municipalities to get grants from 
PWA and loans from RFC on con­ 
tracts set up by the former.” 
Later Jones himself confirmed 
this, saying that at the request of 
Ickes “the reconstruction finance 
corporation 
now 
is considering 
some loans.” He did not indicate 
just what applications were bd eg 
considered, but said 
his 
agency 
and Ickes' were “in accord" on 
the proposition of RIX! aiding the 
PWA program. 
Straits Bridge Next? 
Other officials 
explained 
that 
RFC cooperation would be limited 
to 
revenue-producing 
projects 
such as roads, bridges, subways 
and others designed to pay off the 
loan from toll charges. 
New York’s proposed $70,000,- 
000 tunnel from the Battery to 
Hamilton avenue in Brooklyn, of­ 
ficials said, possibly would be one 
of the first cooperative RFC-PWA 
enterprises. 
They 
mentioned 
Pennsylvania’s proposed $60,000,- 
000 “all weather” highway and 
Chicago's 
$35,000,000 
“Loop” 
subwray. 
Mayor LaGuardia, 
they 
said, 
proposed joint development of the 
New York project in a recent con­

and 
Ickes. He suggested that RIX lend 
the 55 per cent of the construc­ 
tion cost required of the city and 
PWA put up the usual 45 per 
cent grant.

Jones-Ickes discussions w'hich led 
to today's decision that teamwork 
was feasible.

United Airlines pilot, to take them 
three miles above the ground and 
perform the ceremony. 
The judges decided land laws 
apply “from the center of the earth 
to the high heavens—it’R not the 
same as three miles at sea,” and 
telegraphed Detroit airport officials 
to tell the couple they were not 
on a honeymoon.

Short­ 
ly thereafter, reports came 
from 
the north that the prosecutor was 
drilling a secret “army” to resist 
violently enforcement of the eigh­ 
teenth amendment. 
“Invaded” Iron Hirer 
Alarmed at the reports, 
Dal­ 
rymple "invaded” Iron River 
at 
the head of 55 dry 
agents, 
all 
armed with sawed-off 
shotguns. 
They failed to meet the Iron Riv­ 
er “army.” because it never e x it ­ 
ed. The agents left after seizing 
some wine from a church 
base­ 
ment. 
Late that year, Dalrymple 
led 
90 agents in a mass raid on Hur­ 
ley, Wls., but the

In 1925, Dalrymple retired

Island. 
The shore party signalled the 
cruiser about the Conways and an­ 
other boatload 
of 
supplies was 
sent for them. 
Additional gifts 
also were sent to the five Ecua­ 
dorean Indians 
who, 
with

W lttmers and the Conways, make 
up the island’s population. 
The inhabitants 
carefully 
re­ 
frained from comment when asked 
by the visitors about the mysteri­ 
ous disappearance from the island 
several years ago of the eccentric 
Baroness Eloise Wehrborn.

Into its last home des­ 
cends th e body of a little old man while a 
handful of m ourners gathers around.

man was Samuel Insult, who lived 
rich 
and died poor in Paris a few days ago. 
The world agrees that the Insull career 
was a tragedy, but he must have lived 
a 
life of uncommon thrills. 
For years he 
was the m aster of his destiny and his sur­ 
roundings. 
Coming from London to New 
York as a poverty-stricken boy, he later 
advanced to the control 
of 
enterprises 
listed at one tim e or another to the value 
of four billion dollars. 
The Insull industries grew too large in 
the end for any one man to control. Eco­ 
nomists say the concentration of power 
which has 'marked the rise of American 
business in more lines than one is danger­ 
ous to the holder, the public and the coun­ 
try, and there is little doubt 
th at 
they 
are right. 
Prizefighter Fitzsimmons used 
to say of his opponents that the 
bigger 
they were the harder they fell. 
There is 
no virtue in mere bigness, and events have 
proved that many a big business institu­ 
tion is full of cracks that make it vulner­ 
able in times of 
financial 
stress 
and 
storm. 
Insull was admirably equipped for the 
venture of organizing the country’s 
elec­ 
trical industry, and he did many 
things 
that were fine and worth while. 
For ex­ 
ample, in the adjoining Province of On­ 
tario, he harnessed 
waterfalls 
on 
the 
Michipicoten and Montreal rivers, flowing 
into Lake Superior, at a time when there 
appeared to be little market 
for 
their 
power output. 
Today there is ready sale 
for all the energy they can produce, 
and 
Insull has proved a real benefactor to Al­ 
goma. 
Here was a man who built up an indus­ 
trial empire and saw it fall to pieces, be­ 
cause it at bad times it was too big for 
him to handle efficiently. 
His immense

Favoring the Criminal 


E hatch out a great 
m any 
learned 
studies of crime, in 
this 
country — 
which is fair enough, because we have so 
much crime to be studied. 
Some of these studies are profound and 
humorless enough to win their authors de­ 
grees as doctors of philosophy, and some 
of them are a bit lighter and 
sketchier; 
but practically all of them, if 
they 
are 
really worth anything, should begin and 
end with our failure to get strict, im par­ 
tial enforcement of the laws we have. 
Now and then a case bobs up 
which 
illustrates the m atter perfectly. 
The other day a notorious Ohio gang­ 
ster was finally given a life sentence for 
murder. 
He was one of 
those 
typical 
crooks who have “ a record as long as your 
arm ” ; yet the odd thing about his record 
was the fact th at he had spent very little 
time behind the bars— although 
for 
14 
years he had clearly been a 
dangerous 
sort of character. 
In 1924 he was arrested for violating 
the auto law, fined $50 and sentenced to 
three months in jail. 
The jail 
sentence 
and $25 of the fine were immediately sus­ 
pended. 
The next year he was twice arrested for 
carrying concealed weapons. 
Each 
time 
the grand jury refused to vote an indict­ 
ment. 
In the following year TM) was again a r­ 
rested for carrying 
concealed 
weapons, 
and once more the grand jury refused to 
indict him. 
A little more than a year later he was 
arrested on a charge of robbery. The case 
"fell through” in police court and he was 
freed. 
Later that year he was fined $50 
and given three months as a 
suspicious 
person; the case was appealed, and 
the 
records fail to show that any furth er dis­ 
position was ever made of it. 
The following year he was brought in 
on the same two charges. 
Once again the 
robbery charge collapsed in police court, 
and the police prosecutor threw out 
the 
suspicious person 
charge. 
Six 
months 
later he was again arraigned as 
a 
sus­ 
picious person, and again the police prose­ 
cutor no-papered the case. 
After another year, his city put another 
prosecuting attorney into 
office. 
This 
official dug up those old concealed 
wea­ 
pons charges, brought the man to 
trial, 
and sent him to prison. 
But he got parol­ 
ed by executive order of 
I he 
governor, 
slightly more than two years 
later, 
and 
went free again— to commit 
a 
murder, 
finally, and start on the path that now has 
him headed for prison for life. 
That record draws its own moral. Here 
was a man who for 14 years was obvious­ 
ly a dangerous criminal. In one way or an­ 
other, the law was too lax to do more than 
m ake a formal notation of the fact. 
Is it 
any wonder that a country which common­ 
ly treats its professional things that way 
has a lot of them?

Morocco— where he won his

never have become involved in the poli­ 
tical intrigues and strife of 
his 
native 
Spain. 
But married life m ade him eager,

1926, to return to Spain and m ake a home 
there for his wife and his little daughter 
Carmencita. 
Once m ore fortune favored | 
him. 
The government had established a 
new model military academy at Saragos­ 
sa. 
Here cadets could study two years be­ 
fore going on to special academies which 
fitted them variously for

Infantry, 
cavalry, engineering or artillery.

was made the head of It and here for some 
years he worked hard training young offi­ 
cers. 
Later many of these were to follow 
his flag. 
Franco had met French officers and ad ­ 
mired their training.

In the spring of 1931 came the m unici­ 
pal elections when the parties of the Left 
swept the nation, King Alfonso XIII abdi­ 
cated and fled the country and the repub­ 
lic was set up.

“ We m ust put the country first.

diers should stand aside from politics ar*' 
think first of the nation.

T hat might mean much or little. 
The 
republican government began

the army by retiring the old m onarchist

Franco then appealed to soldiers, disposed 
to revolt, by calling their attention to dis­ 
cipline. 
This, he said took on its true 
meaning “ when our own habit of thought 
is opposed to our orders, when the heart 
battles and secretly revolts, when 
arbi­ 
trariness or error is attached to the action 
of him who gives the order.”

Franco’s heart was clearly not with the 
new regime, but he was not yet ready to 
rebel. 
He received a stunning blow when 
the government closed his beloved acad­ 
emy. 
For two years be was a 
General 
without a Job. 
Then in 1933 a govern­ 
ment of the Right was elected and Franco 
was given command in the Balearic 
Is­ 
lands. Here, as in Morocco, he won friends 
who were to follow his flag when he raised 
it later in rebellion. 
In 193 4 rebellion broke out among tile 
miners in the Asturias. 
Franco took part 
in its savage repression — a repression 
which made the surviving miners his bit­ 
terest enemies. 
The rebellion over. Franco w#nt to Mo­ 
rocco as eommander-in-chtef. A year later, 
when the real power behind the Right. GII 
Robl es, became Minister of War, Franco 
became his Chief of th e General Staff. 
In 193 6 the parties of the 
Left 
once 
more came into power. 
Franco was sent 
to the Canary Islands as Commander. This 
was not only a demotion, but exile in a 
way. 
The Left wanted Franco out of the 
country. 
On April 14, 1936, the anniver­ 
sary of the founding of the new Spanish 
Republic, there w ere many 
dem onstra­ 
tions against the army. 
Franco in the 
Canaries wrote to the Prem ier: 
"I find a good deal of bitterness here at 
the way in which the army is being treat­ 
ed and I have to warn you of the dangers 
of Buch a state of afafirs.”

W hat wont on behind the scenes is still 
largely guess work. 
Juan March, tobacco 
millionaire of the Balearic Islands, Is said 
to have promised to finance a 
rebellion 
against the Leftist government. Many rich 
landowners ami nobles did the same thing. 
It has been stated that emissaries of the 
planned rebellion went to Germany 
and 
Italy and got pledges of m aterial ald 
in 
men and munitions from the Fascists and 
Nazis—aid which was later the decisive 
influence in Franco's victories. 
The storm broke in July, 1936, when 
Franco bobbed up in 
Spanish 
Morocco 
where the native troops and the Spanish 
Foreign Legion at once joined his colors. 
Throughout Spain a greater part of the 
regular army and air force did so. 
Most 
of the navy at the tim e stuck to the gov­ 
ernment. 
Soon Franco and his troops be­ 
gan to land in Spain where they were Join­ 
ed by the regulars. 
Badajoz, 
Merida, 
Saragossa were soon his. 
Burgos became 
his capital and on October I, 1936, all the 
rebel generals recognized him as suprem e 
chief. 


Then began the real and terrible civil 
war with the hitter fighting for Toledo, 
Oviedo and later for Bilbao, with the con­ 
stant bombardm ents from the air of Ma­ 
drid.

The Capital 
Parade

W ashington, July 27. — As 
everyone 
knows, the American Labor Party in New 
York is a 
confederation 
of 
organized 
workers and liberal intellectuals, consti­ 
tuting a powerful independent 
vote. 
It 
was born of the New Deal, and Its mem­ 
bers are New Dealers, 
not 
Democrats. 
And It is now on the verge of an 
open 
break with New York’s 
Democratic 
or­ 
ganisations. 
Already, in New York City, the Labor 
Party has made a trade with the Republi­ 
cans, uniting on a half-breed ticket

the state legislature. 
Labor party lead­ 
ers, In announcing

W ithin the Labor Party, there are two 
powerful wings, one led by Sidney

man, of the Amalgamated Clothing Work­ 
ers, and the other, by David Dubinsky, of 
the International Ladles Garment Work­ 
ers. 
The Hillman wing is most strongly 
pro-New Deal and wholly loyal to the C. 
I. O. 
The Dubinsky wing Is chilly to the 
C. I. O., ambitious, and Independent-mind­ 
ed. 
As it happens, the able and egotistical 
Dubinsky is close to Tora 
Dewey,

St. George. 
The pressure is strong on the crusading 
young district attorney to accept the Re­ 
publican gubernatorial nomination. Dewey 
him self is seriously considering it.

Dubinsky is telling his 
friends 
that 
Postmaster General James A. Farley and 
the leaders of the Democratic 
organiza­ 
tions in New York have 
repeatedly

purposefully snubbed the Labor 
Party. 
He argues that the Labor 
Party 
must 
teach the Democrats a lesson— and 
how 
better than by helping to elect a Republi­ 
can governor? 
He holds out great hopee 
of rewards from the Republicans, in con­ 
gressional seats, judgeships and the like. 
— IN NOVEMBER— 
Before Dubinsky can carry out his dar­ 
ing project, several obstacles 
must 
be 
surmounted. 
W hile the Labor Party’s 
Hillman wing -was willing to 
flout 
the 
Democrats in New York City. 
It 
would 
certainly be far more reluctant to do so in 
the state. 
And Mayor F. H. La Guardia, 
the strongest individual in

Party, loves Tom Dewey just a little less 
than he loves Governor Herbert H.

Then, too, there is the problem of the 
upstate Republicans.

This is the time of year when 
fath'erB are left alone in the cities 
except for week-ends or their brief 
vacations, and mothers 
take 
the 
children to the country. 
Fathers 
are willing to make that sacrifice 
for the sake of the children, so 
the'* 
may 
have 
sunshine, 
cool 
nights, woods and fields to play in. 
It isn’t always so much fun for 
mother, either. Her activities, save 
for a bit of reading, writing, or sew ­ 
ing. are bound to be circumscribed 
by the children’s walks, gam es, and 
meals. At this tim e more than any 
other—unless there is a maid or 
hired girl—mother feels that she 
is chiefly housekeeper and cook for 
the youngsters. 
It is a new experience to this 
writer. 
With a little boy of three 
I am alone in a tiny country cot­ 
tage. 
There are no conveniences. 
We have an antique wood stove, 
and haul water from 
a 
spring. 
There are no real problems because 
I love being in the country, but I 
do find that my schedule is the 
boy’s schedule, and most especially 
hiB meals are my meals, too. 
Breakfasts Are Easiest 
When there are only 
two 
of 
widely separated ages, having dif­ 
ferent 
food 
requirements 
and 
tastes, menu planning becom es a 
challenge. 
I have met it by con­ 
centrating on wholesome, simply 
prepared foods based on the child's 
needs and elaborated or altered 
somewhat for my own. 
Breakfasts are the easiest. Both 
of us have fruit, prepared or cooked 
cereal with milk, toast and milk 
or cocoa. 
Cocoa is always served 
at one m eal of the day to break the 
Monotony of plain milk. 
Several 
tim es a week we also have soft, 
boiled eggs or bacon. 
A wood fire is apt to be Over­ 
whelming on a hot day, so gener­ 
ally I am cooking the dinner while 
getting breakfast, and at noon the

food 
needs 
only 
to 
be 
warmed up over a low or dying 
fire, or over a can of Sterno. 
We 
never are in a hurry about our 
breakfast, and we have a delightful 
sense of leisure about it. 
A little 
boy can always pick a handful of 
dasies before breakfast, and bring 
them in as his contribution to the 
esthetic enjoyment of the meal. 
Cottage Dinners 
Our dinner is always something 
substantial; we have a meat soup 
or stew (beef or lamb) once or 
twice a week, and even the small­ 
est amount I can prepare lasts the 
pair of us two days or so. 
Some­ 
times there are enough vegetables 
in it to make a complete meal; 
otherwise there is a leaf of lettuce 
or cabbage for the baby, and a little 
salad for me with French dressing. 
French dressings keep better than 
mayonnaise—we have no ice. 
Aside from meat dishes there are 
other one-item meals, including spa­ 
ghetti, Spanish rice, macaroni and 
cheese. All of them are mildly sea­ 
soned for the. child, and if I prefer 
them more strongly spiced I add 
the condiments when my helping is 
on my plate. 
Not a method to suit 
an epicure perhaps, but it will do 
Salmon loaf and baked potatoes, 
with stewed tomatoes, are a good 
rainy day dinner. 
Sometimes we 
have lamp chops, meat patties, or 
baked liver with, perhaps, creamed 
potatoes or cabbage, buttered car­ 
rots or beets, string beans or peas. 
If we haven’t had eggs for break­ 
fast we sometimes have them for 
dinner 
or 
supper—soft-boiled 
on 
toast or hard-boiled and sliced on 
a lettuce leaf as a salad. 
Another 
salad suitable for either of us is 
lettuce, with a peach, pear, or api i 
cot topped with cream or cottage 
cheese. 
The child eats his withou* J 
benefit of dressing. 
Canned vegetables and soups are 
kept on hand for meals that must 
he hurriedly prepared, or heated 
over the Sterno outfit. Two canned 
vegetables, 
such 
as 
beets 
and 
string beans, with an egg or a serv­ 
ing of cottage cheese and a lettuce 
or peanut butter sandwich, drink 
and dessert, makes a good lunch­ 
eon. 
Or a soup, sandwich, salad, 
drink, and dessert, 
And Supper 
Supper is the simplest meal of 
all. 
Sometimes wo use that meal 
to get in our dally quota of egg. 
and sometimes the smaller member 
has prepared cereal, 
fruit, 
and 
milk, while I have a sandwich of 
soup meat. 
Or perhaps he’ll have 
sandwiches of lettuce, peanut but­ 
ter, or raisins, with fruit. 
Much 
of our fruit supply consists of wild 
raspberries 
or blueberries which 
we have picked ourselves during 
the afternoon, and which makes a 
most exciting supper dish for a 
little boy! 
We are most modest about our 
desserts. 
No cakes, pies, or even 


1 very much in the way of cornstarch 
puddings, because they are apt to 
sour without ice, before a little one 
and his mother can eat them up. 
Children like variety no less than 
grown-ups, and there is no fun In 
a pudding th at must be eaten every 
meal until It’s gone. 
Mostly we have Jello, with or 
without fruit, or we have fresh or 
stewed fruit, or Junket, or a baked 
custard, which is easily made in 
small quantities. 
On a cool day I 
bake a hatch of cookies. 
Prepared 
pie fillings are easily made into 
simple desserts and poured Into 
cups or sauce dishes instead of pie 
crust. 
By using only half the pack­ 
age you will have Just two or three 
dishes full. 
Little folk like their meals attrac­ 
tively served, too. 
Some of the 
luncheons can be eaten outdoors 
picnic fashion, and for a real thrill 
my son and I recommend a break­ 
fast eaten outdoors in the first cool 
of the morning. 
Candlelight on 
the table, on a dark, rainy evening 
will please any youngster. 
Paper 
napkins decrease the laundry and 
may be used effectively for place 
mats. 
A few colored pottery bowls 
and plates will enhance the charm 
of any meal.

OIL EXPLORER 
TALKS TO LIONS 


Dr. H. H. Brons Relates 
Experiences Among 
Island Natives 


Dr. H. H. Brons, of th e N ether­ 
lands, geophysicist of the Royal 
Dutch Shell Company, was th e 
principal speaker at the m eeting 
of 
th e 
M anistique 
Lions 
Club 
Tuesday evening at the Legion 
Cottage. 
Dr. Brons described th e various 
m ethods used in the exploration 
for oil fields and related some 
of his interesting experencee ^n 
th e oil fields of th e Dutch Indies 
and in the islands of Borneo, 
Jav a and Sum atra. 
The speaker described the na­ 
tives’ 
fear 
of 
the 
crocodiles, 
which live in abundance in the 
rivers of the Malay islands. 
“ On one of our expeditions, 
a coolie was bathing in a nearby 
river. 
We heard a shriek and 
hurried to the river ju st in tim e 
to see a huge crocodile grab the 
unfortunate native and dive be­ 
low 
the 
surface of 
the w ater 
w ith him. The tragedy so upset 
our expedition th a t we w ere un­ 
able to continue our journey for 
several days. 
“Two days later we found a 
crocodile sleeping on a log in the 
river. The natives w ere jittery 
so we shot the crocodile. T urning 
around to go back to our tent, 
we saw a young native chewing 
his 
fingers 
until 
blood 
was 
stream ing from them , so frig h t­ 
ened was he.” 
The 
speaker 
declared 
th a t 
m ainly 
th e 
natives w ere good 
w orkers and friendly. Although 
Borneo and o th er islands have 
been fam ous In th e past for sav­ 
agery, 
th e 
civilization 
of 
the 
w hite 
peeople 
has 
elim inated 
barbarism am ong th e natives al­ 
m ost com pletely, Dr. Barons de­ 
clared.

on Railway Retire­ 
ment Law

the purpose of in form ing em ­ 
ployee on the m ain points o f th e 
act.) 


Q. W hen am I in an em ploy­ 
ment relation ? 
A. When you are on furlough 
subject 
to 
call for service and 
ready and w illing to serve, or on 
leave of absence, or absent on ac­ 
count o f sickn ess or d isability ; all 
in accordance with the established 
rules and practices in effect on 
your em ployer. (U nder the 1935 
Act, em ployees who w ere absent 
on account of sickn ess or disabili­ 
ty did not have an em ploym ent re­ 
lation, and the requirem ents that 
they be su bject to call and ready 
and w illing to serve w ere applica­ 
ble to persons on leave of absence 
as well a s to those on fu rlou gh .) 
Q. Supose I w as laid off by my 
em ployer on account o f reduction 
in force, am not carried on the 
seniority roster, and have no right 
under any w ritten agreem ent to 
return to service, am I in the em ­ 
ploym ent relation to th is em ploy­ 
e r? 
A. Not unless there exist estab­ 
lished ru le s and practices in effect 
on your “ em ployer” bringing you 
within th e definition of em ploy­ 
m ent relation aa defined above. 
Q. If I am on the relief roll of 
a 
voluntary 
relief 
association 
m aintained wholly or su b stan tial­ 
ly so by em ployees, have I an em ­ 
ploym ent relation ? 
A. Em ploym ent relation is not 
determ ined by statu s on such a 
relief roll. 
Q. If I am in the service of a 
national railw ay labor organiza­ 
tion which is an em ployer under 
the Act, am I an em ployee under 
the Act? 
A. Yes. 
Yon are also an em ­ 
ployee under the A ct if you are in 
the service of a state or national 
legislative 
com m ittee, a general 
com m ittee, or an insurance de­ 
partm ent of a national railw ay la­ 
bor 
organization 
dfeined a s an 
em ployer under the Act, or, un­ 
der certain conditions, of a local 
lodge or division of such an orga­ 
nisation.
